Teat at University of Illinois Shows 
Coins Generally Not Disease 
Carriers. 


Urbana, 111.—There seems to be little 
basis for the belief that coins bear 
any close relation to the spread of 
disease, according to an announcem ent 
made at the University of Illinois here 
by Drs. C harlotte B. W ard and Fred 
W. Tanner, following a series of tests. 
“Coins of the lower denominations 
were exam ined for types of bacteria,” 
says the report. 
“It has often been 
stated that money is dangerous, since 
it is handled by all sorts of persons 
and 
because 
it 
usually 
moves 
so 
quickly from one person to another. It 
has also been stated that cashiers and 
others whose vocations require them to 
handle money in larger quantities than 
the average person might be more sus­ 
ceptible to disease, but this does not 
seem to be the case. 
“It seems th at the very m etals from 
which the coins are made act to de­ 
stroy the bacteria which reach the 
coins. 
In the study only the more re­ 
sistant of bacteria, the spore-forming 
bacteria, were found. 
This indicates 
that money need not be feared, for 
bacteria cannot live long on it. 
‘These findings, however, 
do not 
justify holding coins in the mouth 
while the hands are serving other 
purposes.”

G ET $28,000,000 OUT O F SHIP 


Divert Recover Bullion From Laurcu­ 
tie, U-Boat Victim, After Three 
Years’ Work. 


London.— Nearly ,$28,000,000 worth 
of bullion has been recovered from tim 
liner Laurence, which was sunk 
In 
January, 1917, off the north coast of 
Ireland by a German submarine. 
Operations have been suspended for 
the winter, but they will be resumed 
again In the spring, when an effort 
will be made to recover the remaining 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 
worth 
of 
bullion which Is said to be still at the 
bottom of the sea. 
Great difficulties have been encoun­ 
tered by the salvage crew, for after 
three years’ pounding by the A tlantic 
swells the liner has been transform ed 
Into a heap of tw isted debris. 
Her 
decks, which settled down on the sea' 
bottom, cover an area of several hun­ 
dreds of feet. 
The wreck was prac­ 
tically covered with gravel and slit, as 
it is in a position which received the 
full force of the A tlantic gales. 
This obstruction had to be removed, 
as far as possible, by powerful pumps 
placed In position by the divers, as the 
gold was at the bottom of the huge 
mass of wreckage.

BLANTON SAYS GRAFT IN W.O.W. 


Washington, D. C. Feb. 21/— Set- 
If our people are ting forth that the Woodmen of the 
World is a .national fraternal order 
with more than 900,000 policy hold­ 
ers and with a constituency of 4,500, 
OOO persons in the Onited States, a 
resolution demanding an Investiga­ 
tion of the order was filed Tuesday 
in the House of Representatives by 
Representative Thomas L. Blanton of 
Abilene. 
Breach of faith with the 900,000 
policy holders upon the part of Its 
officers Is charged by Blanton In the 
resolution, and he claims that since 
1900 the head officer of the Wood­ 
men order has received $254 OOO, 
the sovereign clerk has received $72> 
500. During the last few years sala­ 
ries have been raised, Fraser now re­ 
ceiving $26,000 per year Yates $15,- 
000 a year and Sheppard $6,000. 
The connection of Morris Sheppard 


Junior senator from Texas, with the

in the resolution.

tor is $7 500 a year, or $1,500 more 
than he receives as officer in the 
lodge.

TO PREVENT GARLIC FLAVOR 


Few 
Simple 
Precautions 
In 
Herd 
Management Will Keep Out Dis* 
agreeable Odor in Milk. 


Dairymen and creamery men In 
many states are troubled every spring 
by garlic or onion flavor in the milk. 
This is due to the cows feeding on 
garlic or wild onion, one of the first 
plants to start in the pasture in the 
spring. The trouble from garlic is not 
likely to last very long, as this weed 
Is soon cropped off and the grass be­ 
comes plentiful enough for the cattle 
to feed on It In preference to the 
onion. 
Garlic flavor in milk can be removed 
by heating the milk to 145 degrees P. 
and forcing air through it at this tem­ 
perature for 30 to 60 minutes, accord­ 
ing to Farmers’ Bulletin 608 of the 
‘United States department of agricul­ 
ture. As this method requires a cer­ 
tain amount of equipment, it is much 
more satisfactory for the average 
dairyman to keep the odor out of milk 
by a few simple precautions in herd 
management 
There are two ways of protecting 
the milk from garlic flavor. First, pre­ 
vent the cows from obtaining garlic; 
and second, manage the herd on garlic 
pasture, so that there will be the least 
Ufcxtsslble elm nee of getting the flavor 
In the milk, 
Often the garlic Is found only in one 
patch in the pasture, and this can be 
temporarily fenced off and pastured 
with other animals not producing 
milk. 
Where garlic Is scattered all over 
the field it will be Impossible to keep 
the cows away from it, but by remov­ 
ing them to some other field three or 
four hours before each milking the 
flavor will be reduced to a minimum. 
The odor hi milk is strongest from 
cows which have Just eaten garlic, 
and the odor Is reduced as the time 
between the eating of garlic and milk­ 
ing Is Increased. 
In case no garlic-free pasture is 
available, it would be advisable to 
drive the cattle to the barnyard three 
or four hours before milking and feed 
them on hay and silage. As the sea-

should not cause much Inconvenient 
The best plan for avoiding trouble 
from this weed on the dairy' farm ta 
to kill it out completely. This can be 
done with little trouble, and those Ii* 
terested can obtain information on 
the subject by writing to the United 
States department of agriculture for 
Farmers’ Bulletin 610, “Wild Onion. 
Method of Eradication."

S. M. N. MARRS IS IN 
STATE SUPT RACE 


To the Voters of Texas: 
I hereby 
submit my formal announcement for 
the office of state superintendent of 
public instruction, to the decision of 
of the democratic primary in July, 
1922. 
Before selecting \ person for this 
high office, the people of Texas are 
entitled to know his position on im­ 
portant phases of public education. I 
am, therefore, submitting the follow­ 
ing propositions as affecting the 
state’s educational program: 
1. 
I shall advocate the strictest 
economy in the administration, con­ 
sistent with efficient service— not 
only in the department of education, 
but also in all of Mie state’s higher 
institutions of learning, as well as 
elementary and secondary schools 
Economy and efficiency shall be the 
watchwords of the administration. 
2. 
I am in favor of free text­ 
books as well as compulsory attend­ 
ance. 
At my suggestion, while a 
member of the charter framing com­ 
mittee, the charter of the city of 
Terrell, adopted in 1911, contained 
provision for free text books and 
compulsory attendance. 
This was a 
number of years prior to the enact­ 
ment of state legislation on these 
subjects. 
The laws pertaining to 
these subjects should be amended so 
that the administration of them may 
be more economical and efficient. I 
am opposed to the extravagant use 
of the text-book fund by unncessary 
changes in text-books, thereby de­ 
creasing the per capita apportionment 
of the school fund. 
3. 
I believe that better salaries 
will procure better teachers and I 
know that better teachers will com­ 
mand better salaries. 
I am in favor 
of requiring teachers to improve 
thmselves while in tM service, and 
of standards being g.udually raised 
so that, in time, all teachers entering 
the ranks will be required to have a 
minimum of professional training. 
4. The schools should be operated 
as any other business enterprise. No 
industrial corporation expects its em­ 
ployes to discount its checks given in 
payment for services rendered. 
The 
laws should be so amended as to re­ 
quire the prompt payment of teach­ 
ers’ vouchers without discount. 
5. 
The constitution makes it the 
duty of the state to establish an ef­ 
ficient system of public education, 
but it can not do so unless it provides 
for all children as nearly as possible 
to have equal opportunities. 
I am, 
therefore, in favor of continuing the 
appropriation of a sum from the gen­ 
eral revenue known as “state aid” 
which shall be used as an equaliza­ 
tion fund for the various school dis­ 
tricts. 
6. In order that a better school 
system may be organized and more 
careful attention given to the rural 
schools, I believe that the county 
should be made a more important 
unit of school administration and 
that more power should be conferred 
upon the county superintendents and 
the county board of trustees. 
Laws 
should be amended giving county 
boards of trustees the power to en 
force their decisions. 
7. Consolidation of schools should 
be encouraged and transportation of 
students, where necessary, should be 
provided to the end that no boy or 
girl in the state shall be deprived of 
high school privileges. 
Teacherages 
should be constructed at each consol­ 
idated school. 
8. 
I am in favor of the junior 
college as a part of the educational 
system of the state. 
9. 
Departments of education In 
our senior colleges can not supply 
the demand for well-trained, well­ 
equipped teachers for the elementarv 
and secondary schools. 
The great 
need of professionally trained, degree 
teachers justifies t*ne existence of the 
normal colleges. 
10. 
No system of education can 
be complete that does not provide for 
higher, education. 
I am in favor of 
liberal financial support for the nor­ 
mal and industrial colleges and for 
the university, to be derived from a 
constitutional mill tax. 
11. 
In order to remove illiteracy 
and to promote Americanization, I 
am in favor of making part-time 
schools, continuation schools, and 
evening schools component parts of 
the public school system. 
12. 
I believe that every school—t 
both public and private—should be 
required by law to make the English 
language the basis of instruction. 
It 
will fortify national unity, promote 
commercial prosperity and strength­ 
en individual loyalty. 
13. 
The law governing depositor­ 
ies should be amended with special 
reference to the amount of bond re­ 
quired. 
14. 
I believe In vocational educa­ 
tion properly directed and controlled. 
Good citizenship demands that each 
individual be self-supporting, and vo­ 
cational education frequently enables 
a student to determine his future oc­ 
cupation. 
15. I am in favoro f an intelligent 
survey of the entire educational sys­ 
tem of the state, so that such re­ 
vision of the constitution may be 
made and such legislation enacted as 
will properly organize and co-ordi­ 
nate all elementary, secondary, and 
higher education. 
16. 
My record for independent 
fearless action is wt;il known to the 
profession; 
if elected I shall recog­ 
nize the wisdom of consulting those 
interested in the various educational 
problems, at the same time holding 
myself alone responsible to the peo­ 
ple for a sane, safe, and progressive 
administration.

T MAY be th at some friend of yours 
In Paris will w rite and tell you 
that “they” are wearing rings out­ 
side of their gloves in the French cap­ 
ital, and from New York you may hear 
that this fad has reached this stile of 
the Atlantic. 
But in spite of this In­ 
form ation 
you 
will 
probably 
not 
choose to wear your rings in this way, 
and to do so would show not very good 
taste lf you belong to Just a sane, av­ 
erage group of m ortals who do not 
strive after the new and unusual In 
dress. 
For to w ear rings over the 
gloves is still so unusual that It would 
m ake you trem endously conspicuous lf 
you attem pted it. 
But it has been an 
established custom and there is a fa­ 
mous portrait of a queen showing her 
with a large ring on the index finger 
of her gloved right hand. 
A few actresses and women who like 
the unusual in dress did wear rings 
on the index finger a season or so ugo. 
hut It was a passing fad, and not an 
attractive one at that. 
You will no­ 
tice, too, that women of taste practi­ 
cally never w ear rings on the middle 
finger. 
They appear especially awk­ 
ward there. 
They ure now worn al­ 
most always either on the ring finger 
or on the little finger. 
It is not in very good taste, and it 
was never attractive, to wear many 
rings on one finger.

A m arried woman does not wear any 
ring but her wedding and engagement 
ring, or her wedding ring alone, on her

course, 
there are some m arried and engaged 
women who do not cure much for the 
wearing of these betrothal and wed­ 
ding rings, who sometimes substitute 
for them a ring of another sort. 
But

LL shortcakes are best served hot 
from the oven, and so are blue­ 
berry gems, those delicious berry- 
filled cakes which we enjoy in the sea­ 
son. Cakes which are not rich enough 
to keep well should he eaten the sam e 
or the following day t h ^ are baked. 


Feather Cake. 
Cream three tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter, add three-fourths of a cupful of 
sugar, a little at a tim e until the whole 
ta light. 
Drop In the yolk of an egg 
and beat until light. 
Sift one and 
three-fourths cupfuls of flour, add tw o 
and one-half teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Beat this Into the finest mix­ 
ture, alternating with one-half cupful 
of milk, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
grated orange rind and three drops of 
vanilla. 
Fold In the white of the egg 
beaten stiff and bake In a sh e e t Serve 
broken In pieces with a fork. 


Rose Cake. 
Cream one-half cupful of butter, add 
one 
and 
three-fourths 
cupfuls 
of 
sugar, a little at a tim e 
until 
the 
whole is creamy. 
Sift two and three- 
fourths cupfuls of flour th ree* times, 
then add three tablespoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder and sift again. 
Add the 
flour to the butter, alternating w ith 
one cupful of sweet milk and then fold 
in the stiffly beaten whites of five eggs. 
T ake half the butter and color with a 
little fruit coloring, flavor with rose 
and the white w ith pistachio. 
Drop 
spoonfuls of each into an angel food 
pan. Bake fifty m inutes to an hour In 
a m oderate oven. Turn out on a thick 
cloth and do not slice until perfectly 
cold. 


Fruit Roll. 
Beat the yolks of four eggs until 
thick and lemon colored, then add one 
cupful of sugar, a little at a time.

Diary Kqpt by George 
Washington is Fount! 


Yrork, Penn., Feb. 22.— Discovery 
of a lost diary kept by George W ash­ 
ington during the last year of his life 
was annouced tonight by George R. 
Powell, curator and librarian of the 
Historical society of York county. 
The story of the diary, he declar­ 
ed never has been made public, and 
th facts in connection with it are-en­ 
tirely unknown to the general read­ 
er. 
One of the firs! entries quoted 
is that written by Washington on IPs 
birthday, and in this connection a 
little-known fact is brought to light 
— that in the last year of Washing 
ton’s life the people observed Feb. l l 
instead of Feb. 22 as the anniver­ 
sary of his birth. 
Powell explains this by pointing 
out that Washington was born in 
172 3, and it was not until twenty 
years later th at the Georgian calen­ 
dar was accepted in England and the 
United States. 
W ashington's birth­ 
day, as a result, was recorded on the 
family Bible as Feb. l l , 1732 (old 
style), and Feb. l l continued to be 
observed in Virginia until 1819.
